CHICAGO (NJP)—What prob- 
ably should go down in Amer- 
ican Jewish history as the one 
bar mitzvah, which although put 
on at considerable expense, was 
throughout in the finest tradition 
of the occasion, took place here 
when Joel David Rubin went 
through a day he’ll never forget. 

David's father is owner of the 
Morrison Hotel here, tallest hos- 
telry in the world. Mr. Rubin is 
an observant Orthodox Jew. 


FOR THE occasion, approxi- 
mately 150 guests stayed at the 
hotel. The 26-hour celebration 
began with the Friday evening 
meal, attended by the immediate 
family, ang some of the leading 
rabbis and Jewish men of learn- 
ing in the city. 

Beginning with the mincha 
Services at 6 p.m., the occasion 


continued on through until the 


Havdalah services the next day 
ending the memorable Sabbath. 

ISAAC TURNER, grandfather 
of the bar mitzvah, led the grace 
after the Friday evening meal, 
which was followed by a sym- 
posium on “The Jewish Contri- 
butions to Civilization.” Modera- 
tor was Dr. Oscar Z. Fasman, 
president of the Hebrew Theo- 
logical College, an uncle of Joel 
David. 

Others who took part in the 
symposium were Dr. Louis Katz- 
off, registrar of the college; Dr. 
Allen Shoet; and Rabbi William 
Z. Novick, director of the Jewish 
National Fund midwest office. 

THE SABBATH morning serv- 
ice began at 9 a.m. in a specially 
constructeqd synagogue which 
normally is the swank Loop 
Room of the hotel. A mehitza, 
which is used :to separate men 
and women at Orthodox services,

JEWISH CANDIDATE LOSES 
AT ELECTION ON PASSOVER

J.—Former Deputy Attorney General Nelson 


Stamler proved to be a casualty in New Jersey’s primary election, 
held Tuesday on the first day of Passover. 


Many Jews stayed away from the polls either for 


reasons or out of protest. 

Stamler, a Jew active in the 
B’nai B’rith and its Antj-Defama- 
tion League, ran last out of a 
field of five candidates vying for 
nomination to the four-man Re- 
publican assembly ticket in pop- 
ulous Union County. 

Stamler had been ousted from 
his racket-busting job in 1953 
after reportedly stepping on too 
many political toes during an 
investigation of widespread gam- 
bling operations in North Jersey. 

Meanwhile, the New Jersey 
region of the American Jewish 
Congress announced it will seek 
enactment of an amendment to 
the New Jersey absentee voting 
law to extend its privileges to 
persons who are otherwise kept 


religious 





from voting because an election 
falls on a religious holiday. 

At the same time the Commu- 
nity Relations Committee of the 
Jewish Community Council of 
Essex County has announced it 
is taking steps to prevent recur- 
rence of such a conflict of dates, 

“We cannot avoid the respon- 
sibility for failing to be in- 
formed,” admitted Dr. Alan H. 
Herman, chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

“Neither can the legislature 
avoid responsibility for ascertain- 
ing that an election day does not 
fall on a day on which any per- 
son might be prevented from 
casting a ballot because of re- 
ligious dictates.” 
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Fight Over Christmas In Schools Flares Into Anti-Semitic Cross Burnings 


SIERRA MADRE, Cal. (NJP)—A raging fight 
over religion in the public schools, which was 
marked by a cross-burning and the disemmination 
ef anti-Jewish tracts, was brought to light this 
week. 

Milton A. Senn, region Anti-Defamation League 
director, told the story. 


THE CONFLICT began when the local school 
board voted in January to ban Nativity Plays and 
New Testament Christmas readings at the request 
of Mr. and Mrs. George Roanes, parents of three 
school children. 

Ensuing events almost made a shambles of 
Brotherhood month. At a P-TA emergency meet- 
ing charges of an “international conspiracy” of 
the “anti-Christ” were voiced and anti-Jewish ma- 
terial produced by the Keep America Committee 
and Henry D. Alen, erstwhile Silver Shirt organ- 
izer, were distributed. 

The Roanes, one of perhaps 12 Jewish fam- 
ilies in this community of less than 10,000, were 
plagued by numerous telephone callers, most of 
whom hissed vile and abusive names at them, 


The Ministerial Association joined in, and ac- 
cuse@ the Board ef “hasty” action, and urged it 
to restudy its policy. 


THE RISING public indignation caused the 
board to hold a special public meeting on Feb. 7. 
It ran for three tense hours, and at one point 
verged on violence and riot. The stormy session 
closed with the appointment of a citizens commit- 
tee to suggest an acceptable interpretation of the 
policy in light of constitutional considerations. 

Within hours a cross was set afire on the lawn 
of a board member, Mrs. Nathan Jacobs. A few 
days later a vile seven-page anti-Semitie letter by 


Henry Allen, vilifying Jews in general, and -the 


ADL, the Los Angeles Jewish Community Council, 
and the American Jewish Committee in particular, 
flooded the town. Then a second burning flared 
on the Jacobs’ property. 

HARRY W. ELWOOD, editor of the Sierra 
Madre News, flayed the bigots in a blistering edi- 
torial. 

Elwood’s paper also probed Allen’s background, 
discovering that he was a former leader of the Sil- 


ver Shirts; an erganizer of the racist American 
White Guard, and@ an important figure in the abor- 
tive sedition trials of the mid-40s, who had turned 
state’s evidence. Elwood learned also that Allen 
had served terms in Folsom and San Quentin 
prisons. 

The 10-man committee named by the board 
finally brought in its report, recommendimg that 
the ban be retained, but suggesting that the schools 
be permitted to present “religieus eoncepts” with 
the guidance ef educational and relgious leaders. 

ON ADVICE of the County Superintendent of 
Schools and the assistant County Counsel, the 
words “moral and spiritual values,” were sub- 
stituted and im place of religious leadership the 
resolution called for cammunity leadership. 

This report, whieh evidently would not have 
been acceptable before the eenflagration, seems to 
have satisfied the local community. 

But at ene point the bigotry was so rampant, 
Senn said, that “more than 250 residents felt im- 
pelled to publish a full page im the Sierra Madre 
News calling en the decent eitizens to repudiate 
the intolerance as “foreign to us.”

In U.S., Not Israel

NEW YORK (NJP)—There is not the slightest doubt that the 


future of Judaism, culturally, religiously, politically, and financially, 

rests in America and not Israel, a prominent historian believes. 
Hans Kohn, professor of history at the College of the City of 

New York (CCNY), made the statement in a speech to Columbia 





University Jewish graduate stu- 
dents last week. Kohn said also that Israel lives 

SPEAKING before 75 persons through American Jewry polit- 
erowded into a small room, Dr. ically and economically, He 


claimed that Israel could not live 
without America but that Amer- 
ican Jews could live without 
Israel. 

Dr. Kohn said that the’ only 
future for Israel lies in a bi- 
national state that would give 
Arabs an equal place’ with 
Tsraelis. 

More than a dozen persons 
stood in a-hallway to hear the 
portly, silver-haired professor as- 
sert that Judaism could develop 
better in this country because of 
the unique nature of American 
nationalism. 


ACCORDING TO _ Professor 


Kohn, American nationalism is 
not based on common blood, soil, 
religion or language. America is 
different because its nationalism 
consists of loyalty to a political 
idea, The idea is the universal 
right of every man to liberty. 

The absence of religious pres- 
sure enables Judaism to develop 
more in this country than in 
other nations, Dr. Kohn said. He 
stated that America was the only 
country where new _ religions, 
such as Christian Science, have 
been able to grow. 


DR. KOHN, who was born in 
Prague, served as the secretary 


to the committee of Jewish dele- 
gates to the Paris Peace Con- 
ference in 1920. He lived in Pal- 
estine from 1925 to 1931. He then 
came to this country and served 
as professor of history at Smith 
College from 1934.to 1949, when 
he assumed his present position. 

Since 1950, he has been a mem- 
ber of the executive gommittee 


of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee. His only other Jewish affil- 
iation is with .the American 
Friends of the Ichud, an organi- 
zation devoted to the promotion 
of a bi-national Arab-Jewish state 
in Israel.

Manager Jack Stewart replied 
confirming the reservation, but 
asked for Vosburgh’s church and 
club affiliations, evidently just to 
satisfy some lingering doubt on 
the part of the hotel. 

Mr. Vosburgh’s reply was un- 
satisfactory, and this time the 
letter from the hotel came from 
Reservations Manager S. Den 
Uyl, who asked if Vosburgh 
‘ould be kind enough to tell us 
your nationality.” 

By this time Mr. Vosburgh’s 
ire was roused. 


THE VOSBURGHS had 
planned to stay at the Camelback 
Inn with some Cleveland friends, 
the H. W. Hills. Mr. Hill wrote 
for his reservation and received 
the confirmation with no ques- 
tions asked. 

The Vosburghs then had the 
manager of the hotel where they 
live in Cleveland write to the 
Camelback Inn. James J. Fitz- 
patrick, managing director of the 
Lake Shore Hotel in Cleveland, 
wrote to Camelback Manager 
Stewart, ;

POST Reporter Tells About Problem in New York 





How Can Jewish Girls 
Meet Prospective Mates? 


By PAULA SHERMAN 


National Jewish POST Correspondent 
There are eight and a half million people in New York. More than two million are Jewish, 
according to the 1956 American Jewish Year Book. 
It would seem logical to suppose that about half of these are male. Over a million Jewish 
men! ‘There shouldn’t be any great difficulty in meeting (and marrying) one. 
Unbelievably enough, however, for non-New Yorkers, there 


volved, which shows ne apparent 
signs of being mitigated to any 
appreciable extent so far as Jew- 
esses over 25 are concerned. 


THE PATTERN that forms, 
time after time, is that most of 
a girl’s friends get married and 
form their own social circles of 
other young marrieds. Almost 
before she knows it, she is the 
“extra girl” at the party er din- 
ner. Many husbands are loath to 
bring home acquaintances to in- 
troduce to their wives’ friends, 
and, imperceptibly but certainly, 
one avenue of introduction is 
closed off. 

Double-dating decreases, too, 
as her single friends’ beaux find 
themselves the only bachelors in 
their own circles and cannot sup- 
ply an extra man with the ease 
which was possible several] years 
earlier. : 

Jewish girls from outside New 
York who live and work here 
now are confronted with precise- 
ly the same problem. How does 
one meet “el‘gible”’ Jewish men 
of, say, 30 and over? 


WELL, there seem to be five 
accepted methods: 1) Vacationing 
or weekending at a Jewish re- 
sort; 2) Belonging to a Young 
Peoples’ Group of a synagogue; 
3) Attending dances given by 
Jewish organizations; 4) Joining 
a “pen pal” club run exclusively 
for and. by Jews; 5) Registering 
with a shadchan. 

There was almost unanimous 
resistance toward point five en- 
countered by your POST cor- 
respondent whenever the subject 
was brought up. The other four 
variations on a theme met with 
varying degrees of approval and/ 
or acceptance. But, particularly 
among girls who did not come 
from strictly Orthodox homes, 
the concept of shadchanim was 
an alien and seemingly distaste- 
ful one. 

The prevailing attitude seemed 
to he: “The only kind of fellows 
that would register with a shad- 
chan are those who are looking 
for a rich girl. And even if I was 
rich, I certainly wouldn’t want 
to spend the rest of my life think- 
ing that he wouldn’t have even 
dated me the first time without 
knowing my father’s bank 
balance.” 


AT FIRST GLANCE, method 
number one would seem a gay, 
informal way of meeting a mem- 
ber of the opposite sex. Mental 
images are evoked of jeining at 
the table for meals, participating 
in sports together, dancing to 
8ether, and, eventually, dating 
together back in New York. 

Nothing could be more er- 
Toneous, so far as the average 
girl is concerned. At the larger 
Jewish resorts, a great many 
feminine guests act on the prin- 
ciple that “fine feathers” not only 
make fine birds, but may turn a 


is a serious social problem in- 





roester into a love bird. Sports 
and dress attire, in many in- 
stances far exceeding in cost 
what a working girl’s budget 
would normally permit, are 
flaunted by girls who would un- 
doubtedly become indignant were 
you te suggest that they were, 
in that way, deliberately mislead- 
ing acquaintances about their fi- 
nancial circumstances. 


FROM breakfast-time on, there 
is a continual jockeying for po- 
sition—in this case, being noticed 
by the largest possible number of 
men. The majority of men fre- 
quenting these resorts are used 
to and, in many cases, amused 
and/or repelled by the tactics 
used—the constant pacing of the 
lobby and grounds, over - loud 
laughter, provocative glances and 
remarks, and clothing designed 
to leave nothing to the imagina- 
tion. 

If a girl isn’t “dated up” for 
after-dinner dancing by supper 
time, there is an attempt made 
to be seated in the “casino” in a 
location which no one could over- 
look. Many girls, rather than sit 
quietly at a table with one or two 
other girls, will hang around the 
bar of the resort—since a great 
maiority of the unattached men 
seem to do likewise. 

A great premium is placed on 
a girl’s being offered “a ride 
home” by one of the male guests, 
and most girls who are seen leav- 
ing by bus, train or hack are re- 


garded pityingly by their more 
“fortunate” sisters and scathing- 
ly by themselves. 


FOR AN UNEXCEPTIONAL 
girl, and particularly one who 
has had the misfortune of pick- 
ing a week or week-end when 
there were more female than 
male guests, resort-going can be 
not only a very expensive but 
a very frustrating and ego-crush- 
ing experience. 

Method number two appears to 
offer an excellent opportunity for 
meeting eligible young Jewish 
men. And so it is—but usually 
not for a girl in the age range 
we are considering. Most young 
folks’ groups affiliated with 
Synagogues and Jewish centers 
have an outside age range of 25 
or slightly over. The “young 
marrieds” begin at 30! Many 
rabbis are keenly aware of this 
situation, and are eager to assist 
in mitigating it. But how? 

Numbers three and four seem 
to be the least expensive and 
most favored approaches to this 
vital problem, according to the 
girls queried. The POST, there- 
fore, in an effort to get a fresh, 
unbiased report on these two 
modern methods of mingling, as- 
signed a correspondent (herself 
an unmarried Jewess over 25) to 
Project MJM (Meeting Jewish 
Men). Her experiences, both in 
her own words, and as told ta 
your correspondent. will be con 
tained in forthcoming issues.

column, Your family name contains in a vocalized form 
the initials of the four words Ben Rabbi Shmul Ioseph 
(the son—descendant—of Mr. Samuel Joseph). Since He- 
brew has no. vowels to speak of, the vocalization of the 
four initials is perfcetly proper. It is to be assumed that 
the Samuel Joseph in question was an important and well- 
known personality in the community, to justify the glori- 
fication of his two Hebrew names.

BARCH is a pure patronymic. It features the Hebrew 

name of an ancestor and consists of the initials of Ben 
Rabbi Chaim (a son of Mr. Chaim). There are hundreds 
of Jewish family names formed out of such initials, anc 
all of them feature the letters B and R, for understandable 


reasons. 


The Chaim in question was a man highly re- 


garded in the community, warranting the inclusion of his 
Hebrew name in the family appellation.

Bermuda 








BERMUDA IS virtually Jew- 
less, Boris Smolar_ discovered 
when he went there to cover the 
Ike-Macmillan conference for the 
Forward. After fine-combing the 
telephone in vain for a Cohen, 
a Levy, a Goldberg or a Shapiro, 
Smolar asked the hotel clerk 
whether there wasn’t at least one 
Jew among the 40,000 residents. 

Flabbergasted, the clerk gave 
him the unlisted phone number 
of a Mr. Levin. Smolar called, 
found Mrs. Levin at home, asked 
her whether she was Jewish. 
She said no, but her husband 
was, but he was out of the city. 
Were there other Jews in Ber- 
muda? Mrs. Levin didn’t think 
so. 

FINALLY, Smolar’s colored 
cab driver told him that there 
were about six Jews in the area, 
largely in the dry goods busi- 
ness, that the wealthiest was a 
Mr. Malloy, that none of them 
work at their Jewishness, that 
there wasn’t the likelihood of an 
increase in the Jewish popula- 
tion inasmuch as_ Bermuda 
doesn’t want any more immi- 
grants of any kind. 

The only occasions when the 
soil of Bermuda houses a Jewish 
ceremony is on the High Holy 
Days and Passover, when the 
Jewish Welfare Board sends over 
a chaplain for the American 
servicemen stationed there. A 
few times, Smolar learned, Ber- 
muda Jews have shown up at 
such events to see again what it 
is like to be a Jew in practice.

Of all the miracles which have 
occurred in Jewish Palestine, 
none exceeds in grandeur the one 
almost single-handedly achieved 
by Ben Yehudah, born 100 years 
ago. He is credited with the 
adoption of the Hebrew language 
in the Jewish land. 

It is hoped that this anniver- 
sary year will see the finalization 
of an enormous Hebrew diction- 
ary begun by Ben Yehudah and 
being completed by other schol- 
ars. Here in the U.S., to secure 
help for the 16-volume opus is 
Ichud, Eliezer’s son. 

Said Ben Yehudah to the Day’s 
Menasheh Unger, it is time to 
bring to an end the conflict be- 
tween Hebrew and Yiddish. The 
former language is now secure 
in Israel, said he, and added that 
his father, though steadfastly 
wed to Hebrew as the tongue of 
the Holy Land, loved Yiddish, 
too, and wrote a Yiddish diction- 
ary, too, which is being repub- 
lished. 


IN THE MEANTIME, a huge 
Yiddish dictionary is in the mak- 
ing, the work of Yudel Mark, of 
the Jewish Education Association 
and a small staff. 

To offset the mourning over 
the death of Yiddish, the Day’s 
Ephraim Auerbach points out 
that the Mark lexicon will con- 
tain 150,000 words, in contrast to 
the 39.000 to be found in the last, 
good Yiddish dictionary (by 
Harkavy) prepared a few dec- 
ades ago. 

Further evidence of the vital- 
ity of Yiddish is furnished by 
I. Shmulevitch, of the Forward, 
who describes a scene which

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Danger When Civilian Groups 
Take Law Into Own Hands

»- ISRAELIS TAKE POLITICS and diplomacy most seriously, 
This is-hardly surprising, since the security of the country, as of 
the individual citizen, may depend on the outcome of political 
maneuvers or diplomatic negotiations.’ From time to time there 





are individuals who tire of the slow and arduous due pré6cess of ~ 


law, and seek’ to“hasten or retard the trend of events by resort 
to force; 

Every country, even -the most free and most democratic, has 
its little share of the cranks, the would-be assassins and the ex- 
tremist zealots. The history of the United States, too, is dotted 
with such characters. 

When large and responsible groups begin to take action which 
skirts on the verge of legality, or when such bodies find ways of 
assuming power not normally given to private organizations, there 
is need for serious study, if not actual alarm. 


ONE OF THE THREATS to the integrity of the State of Is- 
rael upon its creation was the existence of private armed forces 
owing their allegiance in large measure to non-governmental 
agencies. Such partisan groups had rendered noble service dur: 
ing the underground days of the fight for independence, but when 
one national army emerged, there was room for none other. And 
thus it was that Prime Minister Ben-Gurion enforced the dissolu- 
tion of the privately organized army of the Irgun. 

A short while later he found it necessary to put an end to 
the a autonomous existence of the Palmach which, despite its 
legendary exploits, had become a potentially dangerous potitical 
weapon in the hands of a single political party. There were pro- 
tests when each of these instances of “nationalization” took place, 
but every intelligent Israeli agreed that there was no aiternative. 


RECENT EVENTS in a tense, emotionally alert Israel have 
given rise to new questions and new doubts. This time the cause 
for.alarm is the vigilante groups formed ostensibly to help the 
police maintain law and order. These gangs, composed of. young 
people from the labor movement in Jerusalem, first came to 
prominent public attention several years ago when controversy 
erupted over the opening of a youth ‘club center adjacent to the 
Orthodox Meah Shearim section of the capital. They met demon- 
stration with demonstration, stones with stones and riot with riot 
—all in the name of law enforcement. It was not a pretty pic- 
ture, and the disrepute brought to the labor movement by these 
vigilantes was a long time in wearing off. 

A few weeks ago there was a strange and ominous renais- 
sance of these bodies. The Herut party announced the holding 
of a public, legally licensed rally in Jerusalem to voice protest 
against Israel’s withdrawal from Sinai and Gaza. Thousands of 
Israelis not necessarily Herut members, feel strongly on this issue, 
and the police, well organized and properly armed, were out in 
full force to see to it that peace was maintained. 


® 

IT SO HAPPENED that the rally was quiet, well-mannered 
and mild-tempered, as all papers agreed. But the disturbing ele- 
ment was the presence of what the Jerusalem Post called “shock 
troops” mustered by the Histadrut to engage. anyone breaking 
through the police lines. 

The Histadrut daily, Davar, reported on the presence of 
“workers and youth volunteers who were ready to come to the 
aid of the law enforcement agencies in case of riot.” 

Haaretz went into greater detail regarding the hundreds of 
men brought to Jerusalem in buses and trucks from border settle- 
ments. and from Tel Aviv and Haifa. They were stationed in 
houses, on rooftops and at strategic corners—“to help the police” 
if necessary. 

& 

IT IS HARDLY NECESSARY to point out that a dangerously 
eruptive situation was thereby created, and only the restraint of 
the crowds and political maturity of the rally’s organizers pre- 
vented what might have been turned, provocatively, into an out- 
break of near civil war. 

Israel has a highly competent police force, and it has thus 
far been able to deal most effectively with any menace to the in- 
ternal peace. It needs no vigilantes, no private armies, no politi- 
cal shock troops to “help” it. Israel’s labor movement has ever 
been in the forefront of the fight for liberal democracy, and should 
not, at this late date, find it necessary to resort to tactics which, 
in other parts of the world, are properly characterized by certain 
epithets of either the extreme right or extreme left.

The needle has worn 
down, sides and point, until it is 
a Lilliputian weapon of destruc- 
tion, sharp and chiselled. 

The grooves have been chewed 
out and altered, so that little of 
the sound cut into its delicate 
walls remains. 


TODAY, people spend more and 
more money for equipment and 
recordings, but until recently 
practically no attention was paid 
to the needle—the first contact 
with the record, a minute article 
that under certain conditions can 
render an expensive system pain- 
ful to listen to, if not useless. 
With the myth of the “lifetime” 
needle exploded, set owners were 
in a quandary: how to tell when 
a stylus should be discarded, 
whether a new one was all that 
a salesman said it was? 

A few years ago, microscopes 
began to appear in record shops, 
and set owners were urged to 
bring in their suspected styli for 
examination.

Rabbi Lays Down Law On Weddings, Sets Up Own Cod> 


NEWARK, N.J. (NJP) — A 
Newark rabbi says that when he 
performs a wedding ceremony 
there will be no movies or photo- 
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graphs during the religious serv- 
ice, no drinking beforehand and 
no Friday night bachelor parties. 

“The only important part of 
the wedding arrangements is the 
religious ceremony,” writes Dr. 
Louis M. Levitsky in the current 
issue of the Congregation Oheb 
Shalom Review. 

“Everything else, no matter 
how formal or grand or elab- 
orate, is only marginal.” 


DECLARING that the mar- 
riage ceremony is as holy as 
services on the Sabbath or on 
Rosh Hashonah, Rabbi Levitsky 
says no one would think of tak- 
ing movies or photographs on 
those occasions. 

“The marriage service is not a 
show,” he explains. 

The bride and bridegroom, the

Hirschfeld was elected to the 
Bears’ board when the club was 
in the Western League and con- 
tinued as a director after Denver

One of Hirschfeld’s_ closest 


friends and political associates 
was Gov. Ed C. Johnson, former 
president of the Western League. 
It was at Johnson’s behest he re- 
signed his connection with the 
Bears to take a six-year term on 
the Colorado Racing Commission. 

HIRSCHFELD, founder of a 
large Denver printing company 
and widely known as a civic and 
philanthropic leader, was a mem- 
ber of 80 different organizations 
and served in the Colorado legis- 
lature for 14 years. 

He was one of a group of 
friends, known as the “Four 
Horsemen,” who spearheaded 
Johnson’s various political cam- 
paigns.

‘Novel About Jewish Storekeeper Wins Reviewer's Highest Praise

It is on the surface an im- 


probable, even a corny story. 


Morris Bober is trying to keep 
his store going in a played-out 
neighborhood, in the face of com- 
petition from a more modern 
store across the street. His 
daughter Helen, who dreamed of 
going to college, works at an un- 
pleasant office job and “gives in” 
most of her salary to keep the 
grocery store from going under. 
Morris and his wife alternate be- 
tween the dreary little flat up- 
stairs, and the store downstairs, 
so as to keep the store open from 
drawn to late at night. 


THERE ARE a few better-off 
Jewish storekeepers on the 
street, which is essentially non- 
Jewish. The best-off is a liquor 
store man, whose prosaic son 
would like to marry Helen. There 
is another suitor, a law student, 
a nice fellow to whom the girl in 
a moment of loneilness, gave her- 
self. 

But she has found that she did 
not come to love him, and has 
retrieved a deeper sense of pur- 


ity. Though he is the brother of 
her best friend, and though he 
proposes marriage, she resists 
taking up with him again. 

One night a couple of hood- 
lums beat up the grocer for the 
few dollars he has in his till. 
Soon after that a mysterious 
stranger appears, hanging 
around the street. He is Frank 
Alpine, a roaming type, an 
orphan. 


HE ATTACHES himself to the 
grocery, offering to help out by 
clerking while Bober recovers. 
Business goes up. Frank Alpine 
is one of the toughs who robbed 
Bober. Unused te crime, he is 
conscience stricken. 

Between Frank and Helen, a 
slow, muted, resisted romance 
develops. The family waits fear- 
fully for Helen to tell what may 
be happening. The parents have 
the ultimate dread that their 
daughter will be taken by a goy. 


WITH PERFECT tact and with 
the utmost econemy of means, 


Malamud explores the feelings 
of the mother and father, of the 
girl herself. His novel is a care- 
fully worked jewel, illuminated 
from within. His writing is at 
once sharp and tender, and he 
lifts these everyday people from 
the commonplace, until Bober 
seems to be one of the 36 humble 
and unknown saints whose virtue 
upholds the world. 

Malamud’s Bober, a little 
grocerystore man, honed down by 
vicissitude to the purest human 
quality, is more than worthy to 
stand beside that other noble soul 
of Brooklyn’s deteriorated 
streets, the old doctor in “The 
Last Angry Man.” Only, Mala- 
mud’s novel goes far deeper than 
Green’s. There is no slickness in 
his characterization, 


THE STRANGER, Frank Al- 
pine, is drawn slowly to an awe 
of the Jewish character. He ques- 
tions Bober about his Jewish- 


ness, and extracts the basic an. 
swers. Bober is not an observant 
Jew, the Italian has noticed. Yet 
what is it that makes him so 
Jewish? Bober answers well, 
despite his brevity and his in. 
articulateness, It is the law. The 
Torah. 

To Bober, this means honesty, 
as a religion. And when he 
eatches Frank in a petty theft, 
his reaction is pristine. But 
Frank will not be sent away. He, 
too, hangs on. And he comes te 
a full understanding of the Jews 
through Helen, when she ex- 
plains what she means by self. 
discipline. All life is illuminated 
for the boy who had taken life 
as haphazard. 

If there is one flaw, it is in 
Frank’s_ self-conversion to Ju- 
daism, to the final gesture of 
circumcision. And yet, if properly 
taken as a symbol, this belongs 
in the pattern of this fresh and 
tender novel.

There he served 
until 1951 when he became 
Israel's Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary to the Union of South 
Africa. 


HIS WALES-REARED wife, 
Dr. Ann Foner Hyman, studied 
medicine in London, and later 
worked in the Hebrew Univer- 
sity’s department of parasitology, 
doing research in tropical dis-, 
eases with Prof. Sol Adler. A 
medical officer to the women re- 
eruited for the army in World 
War II by the British, she took 
on a similar assignment for Is- 
rael at the outbreak of the War 
of Liberation. During the last 
days of the Mandate she did il- 
legal broadcasting. 


THE HYMANS first met in 
London as joint secretaries of 
the London University Zionist 
Society. Of their three chil- 
dren born at the Hadassah 
Hospital in Jerusalem, Jona- 
than, the oldest, helped found 
a kibbutz on the Syrian border, 
is now studying law at the 
Hebrew University. The Hy- 
mans recently attended the bar 


mitzva of their Benjamin, who 
with 15-year-old son David, live 
in a Youth Aliyah village. In 
1955 when Mr. Hyman became 
the Consul General in New 
York, the children insisted on 
remaining in Israel for their 
education. 


WITH THE CONSUL General 
in Los Angeles, Abraham Biran, 
handling 11 western states, the 
Consul General Simcha Pratt in 
Chicago looking after 15 midwest 
and southern states, and the 
newly-formed Atlanta Consulate 
under Nahum Astar in charge of 
nine- southern states, the N.Y. 
Consulate General is concerned 
with the densely populated east- 
ern states. To properly service 
them Consul Esther Herlitz 
spends part of every month in 
Boston, and Consul Max Varon 
does the same in Philadelphia. 


THE CONSULATE itself 
with a staff of 100, is divided 
into various divisions: Visas, 
passports, Israeli citizens’ 
needs under Gideon Saguy; 
economic, encouraging Israel 
exports, under Yehuda Levit; 
Jewish organizational contacts 
under Miss Herlitz; Orthodox 
Jewish community and Yiddish 
press under Moshe Rivlin; the 
Israel Office of Information 
for a wider understanding of 
Israel’s achievements and prob- 
lems, under Max Varon; re- 
search and publications depart- 
ment of the Office of Informa- 
tion, under David I. Marmor; 
Speakers Bureau under Ceilli 
Abraham; press officer, Basil 
Herman. 

The problems of some 1,000 
Israeli students in the country 
are the special province of 
Ephriam Levy who keeps them 
posted on events in Israel and 
helps with their general welfare. 
Israelis marrying in this country 
frequently take advantage of the 
offer to use the Consulate quar- 
ters for the wedding. Makes 
them feel at home.

THE DESERTED ALTAR and 
Other Poems, by David L. Pos- 
ner, $3.75 (Harcourt Brace). 
An American Jewish poet won 

the Newdigate Prize at Oxford in 

1956; he is now recognized as an 

important world poet. His book’s 

name poem is marked by brilliant 
use of words, and thorough pro- 
sodic skill. But here and there 
among the other verses (most 
dedicated to persons he would 
honor), there is evidence that 
the writer is endeavoring to 
escape from Judaism, but just 
can’t aceept Christianity. 

Though his work is in the main 
intelligible, frequently Posner ap- 
pears to seek “modernity” by ob- 
fuseation, and by employing un- 
necessary assonances to-replace 
rhyme. If Milton and Shelley 
were living at this hour, his em- 
ulation of them might bring him 
permanent greatness. 


PANGS OF THE MESSIAH and 
Other Plays, Pageants and Can- 
tatas, by Louis I. Newman, 
$4.50 (Bloch). 

Dr. Nelman is one of the too 
few American rabbis of belletris- 
tic capabilities. He himself pro- 
vides his temple with the _lit-} 
erary and dramatic material suit- 
ed to the curriculum and to the 
propagation of Jewish faith and 





history. This one large volume 
contains 14 of his productions, 
all actually produced or pub- 
lished or both, and some of them 
contest prize winners. 

All the musical pieces are ap- 
pended; and there are pictures of 
Newman’s temple casts, which 
should also provide him with 
pleasant memories. The themes 
are far-ranging—from Bible and 
Apocrypha, through medieval 
and hasidic times, to Worl: 
War II, Israel, and the kibbutz. 

Midrashic ideas are drama- 
tized; there is an imaginary in- 
terview with Roger Williams, 
Washington, Franklin, Jefferson, 
and Lincoln; and the anniversary 
of Rodeph Sholom Temple is sig- 
alized by an impressive pageant. 

Not always is the literary 
quality, particularly in the verse 
writing, on the highest elevation, 
but the overall quality of the 
plays is not surpassed in its cén- 
temporary genre. Many other 
rabbis will profit by using most 
of these synagogue presenta- 
tions, as they are or in modifica- 
tion.

pleted, it may serve to emphasize the contributions of this 
top United States Jewish organization if we consider what 
may have happened had the Committee taken an anti-Zion- 
ist position or remained indifferent, which means non- 
Zionist. 

As it is, with the Committee lending important sup- 
port to Zionist positions, the United States Jewish com- 
munity has shown Israel and the world a more solid front 
than on any one other question or activity. 

This is not a negative way to laud the Committee. 

For to have moved ahead with the times is the great- 
est attribute of any organization, which by its very nature 
often tends because of inherent tendencies against change 
to come too cumbersome too answer challenges brought 
about by new factors. 

The Committee has shown that in its own way it is 
a democratic body, despite the fact that it tends to repre- 
sent what might be called the elite group in United States 
Jewish life. 

On many occasions, and as recent as two weeks ago, 
we have taken a public stand in opposition to acts and 
policies of the Committee. 

But this should not becloud the overweening consid- 
eration of the very constructive work of this group of de- 
voted and dedicated people. 


IT’S TOO LATE, PHIL 


Because he was speaking ,to a women’s group, Phil 
Klutznick phrased his approach to the problem of separate 
women’s groups gracefully and diplomatically. He told 
the B’nai B’rith women in so many words (NJP, April 12) 
that they may be in error along with Hadassah and our 
Sisterhoods and other Jewish women’s groups in forming 
women-only organizations. Join in with the men, he ad- 
vised. 

Had the President of B’nai B’rith been talking to a 
men’s group, his words would have been stern and fore- 
boding. 

Our last hope as men, he would have warned, is to 
persuade the women’s group to merge with us. If we lose 
this chance, then our men’s organizations are doomed to 
extinction whether we are B’nai B’rith, or the Zionist 
Organization of America or the Brotherhoods and Men’s 
Clubs or what have you. 

The day when the Jewish women will take over the 
United States Jewish community, he might say to them, is 
at hand. Only in the rabbinate, he could say, do we still 


hold sway, but even here our rabbis must cater more and - 


more to the women. 

Our women, however, are. too shrewd to fall for any 
line like this. For too long have the women been seeing 
the men grab off all the plums, while they did all the work. 
Hadassah has already shown that it is the strongest 
Zionist organization in the United States, and our Sister- 
hoods and Ladies Auxiliaries long have dominated their 
field. 

It is just a question of time, Phil, for all of us, unless 
the men rebel at some certain point—and begin to put 
their women back to work as housewives. 

But very likely even such a rebellion would be 
squelched quickly and firmly. We men have a few more 
years of nominal control, but even this will be taken away 
from us soon enough.

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


We have three letters this week, one or two of which 
we may print, protesting publication of letters from Allen 
C. Brownfeld. One of the letters wonders why we would 
provide so much space for the anti-Zionist views of Mr. 
Brownfeld, and the others advise us that Mr. Brownfeld 
has a close connection with the American Council for 
Judaism. 

We have printed letters from Mr. Brownfeld for some 
time, and we’ve known of his anti-Zionist predilections. 

But we’ve continued to print his views because what 
he says in his sometimes vicious way many other young 
people also believe, and it is by unmasking these views 
and showing them for the fascism which they represent 
that they are best countered. 

The policy of The POST in these matters has always 
been clear. We believe in a free press and we do not want 
to set ourselves up as the sole judge of what the Jewish 
community should read. The letter page is a counter- 
weight against our judgment and a check against the de- 
velopment of The POST into a paper which reflects only a 
one-sided outlook. 

In the case of the Council for Judaism, we have at- 
tacked them as strongly as the libel laws will permit while 
at the same time we’ve given them ample opportunity to 
express their views in our news columns and in our Free- 
dom of the Press section. 

All publications err from time to time in news and 
editorial judgment. That is inevitable, even in the papers 
which are the most honest. The letter page gives those 
who feel that their rights have been offended the oppor- 
tunity to correct the injustice, if such it is. 

We would rather lean, and have done so, to the side 
of too free expression than the other way, and that answers 
those who feel that The POST has been too generous to 
advocates of anti-Zionist positions. 





IN ISRAEL there is going on now a trial 
of the army officers responsible for the Kafr 
Kasm massacre in which almost 50 Israel 
Arab men, women and children were slaugh- 
tered by Israel soldiers at the time of the 
Sinai invasion. . 

This was a shocking outrage, and we’re 
reprinting an account of the massacre from 
the Newsletter of Dec. 24, 1956, because we 
think that the greatest deterrent to the repeti- 
tion of such incidents is an aroused Jewish 
public opinion. 

“An officer and two men of the Se- 
curity Guard (border police) arrived in 
Tira in a jeep with two tanks following. 
The officer call the first Arab he met and 
gave him an order to tell all the other 
inhabitants of the village that the old 
curfew (under which the Arabs had 
lived for years) had been changed from 
11 p. m. to 5 p. m. Whoever would be 
met on the streets after 5 p. m. would 
be shot. 

“The officer looked at his watch and 
said: ‘It is now 15 minutes before 5 o'clock.’ 

“When the Arab asked him how he 
could possibly inform all inhabitants of 
Tira of the change in 15 minutes, the 
officer said: ‘Shut your mouth.’ 

“The order went into force. An old 
guard, named Namar Abd Ill Mag’id, 
aged 70, who was too weak to run home 
and came a little late, was shot by the 
Guards and fell wounded. 

“He cried out: ‘I am an inhabitant 
of Tira. Here is my identification card.’ 
Two of the security police came closer 
and shot him dead. 

“In Taiba the new curfew was pro- 

claimed in the same manner as in Tira. 
There were no loudspeakers and no posters, 
A boy of 11 went into the street and was 
captured by three security policemen. 
Two were of the opinion that since he 
was a child, he should be spared, but 
the third insisted on execution and killed 
him in cold blood. 


“The worst massacre occurred in 
Kafr Kasm. 

“There the curfew was proclaimed an 
hour earlier than in the other villages, 
The Mukthar of Kafr Kasm informed as 
many villagers as he could of the change 
of the curfew, but many were away 
working too far from the village to be 
informed. 

“Two military posts were stationed 
in the village. One near the Home of the 
Aged, near Rosh Ha’Ain. Many workers 
returned from their work on bicycles 
through this route. Every single one of 
them was massacred without warning, 
Some were killed in groups as they came 
from the fields. 

“A second military unit was _ sta- 
tioned near the school, where all the 
roads of the village cross. A truck with 
about 15 Arab men and women, who were 
working in the orange groves, approached 
the post. The driver, Abu Chilmy from 
Taiba, was grabbed by the Security Po- 
licemen by his neck and shot in the head 
several times. The women in the truck 
began to scream and fire was opened on 
them, too. Seven fell dead instantly. The 
others began to cry for mercy. 

“The officer stopped the firing and 
got in touch with some superiors over 
his transmitter. After about 10 minutes’ 
talk, the officer gave the order to shoot 
the rest of the women. One woman, not 
a resident of Kafr Kasm, held her 2-month- 
old baby in her arms when she and the 
baby were shot. 

“When the Mukhtar informed the in- 
habitants of the change of curfew, some 
children from the village ran to warn 
their parents who were working in the 
fields. When they returned they were 
shot with their parents in groups of five 
and 10. Those who were wounded were 
shot again until they were dead. Thus, 
among the dead were school children aged 
8-10 who had gone to warn their parents. 
Altogether there were 49 dead and 13 
wounded in Kafr Kasm alone on that day.” 





Moses and Monticello: 


Twin Sources of 
Our Democracy

Recently it was my privilege to visit 
Monticello and to admire the multi-faceted 
talents of America’s first genius, Thomas 
Jefferson. It is apparent that he spared this 
country at least a hundred years of groping 
in the wilderness, of needless trial and error 

uve in finding the best form of 
government. 

What strikes one most 
about Jefferson is the note 
“of balance that was implicit 
in everything he contrived, 
whether it was the curtains 
of his bedroom, the self- 
winding clock in the foyer, 
or the Constitution of the 
United States. Like Monti- 

Weinstein cello itself, he lived on a 
hill and could see the ambivalences and 
countervailing forces of life. 

THE VERY STYLE of his thought was 
Olympian, a capacious dome presiding se- 
renely over the four square pillars, each 
properly proportioned and strengthened for 
its appointed task. The exquisite inter-rela- 
tion of the three branches of our government 


‘and their relations in turn to the body politic 


flows not only from the first principles of 
19th Century liberalism, but from the innate 
architectural balance in the mind and soul 
of Jefferson. 

But he was a patrician and like Plato 
whom he much admired could see nothing 
basically wrong in the institution of slavery. 
He was a benevolent master, no doubt, and 
recognized the inherent dignity of all men; 
but he accepted for the social scene the hier- 
archy of order and talents, the dominations 
and submissions, which nature herself or- 
dained., 


HE WAS A DEIST, or perhaps more cor- 
rectly, a humanistic Naturalist, and was there- 
fore not inclined to submit the order of na- 
ture to the sanctions of a superior God, 
Monticello, like the Temple of Karnak, rests 
on the backs of slave labor. The rosy apple 
hath a worm inside. 

The New Englander out of the North 
lacked the grace and gentility of the Virginian. 
But he held fast to his bosom the Bible and 
depended on its guidance as Jefferson de- 
pended on the square and the compass. 

The New Englander was an Old Testa- 
ment man and was hard-bitten by the He- 
braic conscience. He thought of America as 
the New Canaan and of Moses as the archi- 


tect of the City of’ God, the prototype of the 
earthly community. He lacked the religious 
tolerance of Jefferson. He could not, as Jef- 
ferson did, separate church from state. This 
was forced upon him by necessity not by 
conviction. 


BUT NEITHER could he tolerate slavery. 
For the God who was the symbol of the 
unchangeable right and non - extenuating 
wrong was also the guardian of the inalien- 
able of all His creatures. Every man can 
be redeemed from Sin, but he cannot be re- 
deemed from his color. 

Moses was also an architect. He learned 
a great deal-in Egypt and in the desert lab- 
oratory about the uneasy tension between the 
one and the many, order and freedom, the 
immediate and the permanent, delegated and 
inalienable powers. He, too, knew the dark 
terror of tyranny. But he included God in 
his plans: 

“For wherein now shall it be known that 
I have found grace in Thy sight, I and Thy 
people? Is it not in that Thou goest with us, 
so that we are distinguished from all the 
people that are on the face of the earth?” 

As we read the Hagada at the seder, we 
will understand why Sinai is taller than 
Monticello and why we shall have to add the 
vision of Moses to that of Jefferson if we are 
to perfect our democracy and make it ex-

I am fully in agreement with 
you that both Jewish education 
for mature adults and for young 
adults is needed and imperative. 

In my lecture under the aus- 
pices of the Denver (Colo.) Jew- 
ish Community Council, I re- 
plied to a question from the floor 
that I consider teaching Hebrew 
te mature adults a wasted effort 
because not even a smattering of 
Hebrew can be acquired in an 
hour-a-week setting, the usual 
form ef Hebrew courses: for 
adults on the American organ- 
izationa] scene. 

I recommend that we should 
invest eur principal efforts in 
that direction on behalf of the 
young adults. I also deplored 
the fact that very few of our 
educational projects are aimed 
specifically at young adults. 

In the course of a recent lec- 
ture tour in 22 states, I was dis- 
tressed to note that my audiences 
were almost exclusively com- 
posed of mature adults. I would 
like to see larger numbers of 
teen-agers involved In our adult 
educational activities, which are 
certainly not above their intel-

lectual level. I would also like to 
see more institutes and, especial- 
ly more of our organization- 


sponsored literature geared to} 


and aimeg at tween-agers and 
teen-agers. 

I consider the B’nai B'rith In- 
stitutes, the various Institute Re- 
treats under synagogue auspices, 
the study groups under “Ha- 
dassah” sponsorship, and kindred 
projects of informal Jewish adult 
education invaluable. 

My friend and colleague, Rob- 
ert Gamzey, interpreted my re- 
marks to underscore a local prob 
lem of a Denver Institute, but E 
want to state emphatically that 
I consider the B’nai B’rith Insti- 
tutes together with all other ef- 
forts along the same lines of in- 


formal Jewish adult education} 


(alas, that we have no possibil- 
ity, as yet, to embark on inten- 
sive education for 
adults!”) “one of the important 
instruments,” as you term it, for 
lifting the hem, at least, of the 
heavy curtain of Jewish ignor- 
ance which hangs over our ma- 
ture men and women.

We were always puzzled by the 


fact that those who lived and 

worked, hoped and dreamed for 
the fulfillment of the General 
Zionist idea have become “The 
Forgotten People” and are forced 
to pledge allegiance to parties 
which are not to our liking. 
These were painful and disap- 
pointing thoughts. 

But at last when those far- 
sighted among us have come to 
realize the existenee of these ab- 
normal conditions ... and the 
General Zionists began to think 
in terms of practica] enterprises 
with the help of the American 
Zionists, which was at least over- 
due for 25 years, then the Inde- 
pendent Zionist appeared on the 
horizon in protest against the 
“identification.”

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Committee Takes Strong Stand 
On Middle East Matters 


NEW YORK (WNS)—The American Jewish Committee concluded its five-day 15th anniver- 
sary observance here with the re-election of Irving M. Engel as president, and with the adoption 
of a series of resolutions, among them one calling on the government of the United States “to 
intervene with the Egyptian government to put an immediate end to its persecution of Jews.” 


At the same time the Committee expressed “disappointment and distress that our govern- 


ment has acquiesced to the pol- 
icy of discrimination of the gov- 
ernment of Saudi Arabia in ex- 
cluding American soldiers and 

workers of the

citizens.” 
In a resolution dealing with 
the Middle East, the Committee 
urged continuance of the UN 


Emergency Force in the Gaza 
Strip “as long necessary to guar- 
antee that no. raids or counter- 
raids, retaliation or counter- 
retaliation are undertaken.” 
That force, the resolution stated, 
must remain “as long as it is 
needed to protect freedom of 
navigation in the Straits of Ti- 
ran and the Gulf of Aqaba.” 
DEALING with national is- 
sues, the AJC recorded the senti- 
ment that, in quest for national 
security, “our country must not 
weaken those constitutional pro- 
tections which were won through 
the bitter experience of man- 


kind.” It asked for the enact- 
ment of President Eisenhower's 
civil rights program, though 


terming them inadequate. 

The status of Israel as a con- 
cern of both the United States 
and American Jewry dominated 
the sessions. 

The _ position of American 
Jewry was outlined by Dr. John 
Slawson, AJC executive  vice- 
president, who said that Israel 
will be a major concern of 95 
per cent of American Jews for 
a long time to come.

THE FIRST appearance before 
a Jewish organization by U.N. 
Secretary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold was another highlight of 
the annual meeting. Mr. Ham- 
marskjold confined himself to 
generalities except for a warm 
tribute to Israeli kibbutzim, 
which he visited last year. De- 
scribing the collectives as “coura- 
geous experiments in practical 
and total democracy,” the U.N. 
official said that only through 
such experiments could true 
progress be achieved. 

A warning that prospects were 
bleak for Jewish students to ob- 
tain college training because of 
the lag between increase in class- 
room facilities and the growth 
of the college population was 
sounded by Dr. J. Slawson in an 
analysis of problems facing 
American Jews on the domestic 
scene. 


WHILE NOTING that anti- 
Semitism tends to decrease as 





education goes up, the AJC of. 
ficial said that “the salutary pub- 
lie desire for higher education is 
in danger of being thwarted by 
insufficient facilities, both in per- 
sonnel and equipment.” 

“The prospect is especially 
bleak for Jewish students,” he 
said. “By 1960 the increased de- 
mands for enrollment will far ex- 
ceed the available facilities. 
a result, there may be a revival 
of discriminatory policies which, 
through a great deal of labor 
over the years by organizations 
such as AJC, have been reduced 
or completely eliminated.”

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Wright Pokes Fun 


Middle East this past October 


opened the llth ‘annual confer- 
ence of the Middle East Institute. 

THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
official who has been under at- 
tack for his anti-Israel views and 
his statements against Orthodox 
Jews (NJP, June 27, 1951, Nov. 
9, 1956) compared the action 
taken by England, France, and 
Israel in October to a “zikr,” a 
highly emotional religious cere- 
mony practiced by the dervish, 
mystical followers of Islam.
